Chaos 
or Community?" was "inspiring, fiery and dynamic," said Shirley 
McNeal, Assistant to the General Manager and a member of the 
Martin Luther King Commemoration Committee. He provided 
a perspective, she said, on "what we need to do as a people to 
realize Dr. King's dream for peace."

nd to open under BART's Extensions Program. BART's 
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North Concord Station opened 
for revenue service last 
December. New stations for 
Castro Valley, Dublin/ 
Pleasanton and Pittsburg/Bay 
Point will open later this year. 
Overall, BART is adding more 
than 30 miles of new track and 
nine stations to the current 71- 
mile rail system. 

The three-track, two plat- 
form station is the second 
largest among BART's 36 sta- 
tions. Its five-story, 1,400-space 
parking garage was built over 
the Daly City Station rail yard, 
the first time such construction 
was undertaken over an operat- 
ing rail facility. The new station 
also features several amenities 
for persons with disabilities, 
including a special walkway, 
platform tiles indicating train 
doorways, and five elevators to 
provide access to different sta- 
tion levels. 

The Colma Station includes 
a SamTrans Transit Center to 
encourage riders to link with 
the SamTrans bus system for 
their trip to and from the sta- 
tion. One of the five bridges 
link the station to a SamTrans 
Park-and-Ride lot for another 
814 commuter parking spaces. 


The station also features modern bicycle lockers, carpool 
parking and contemporary art works along the concourse and

posals. Here are some recent awardees and their ideas: 


Fred Drissen 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Fred Drissen had his mind on safety when he suggested using a 
special glass removal tool to take out C-Car bulkhead windows. 
Employees previously removed the window frame strip and had 
to kick out the window, placing the body in a stressful and awk- 
ward position. Using the tool helped reduce the possibility of 
on-the-job injuries. Fred received a $200.00 safety award. 


John B. ("Barry") Love 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Barry Love suggested converting C-Car motors for use on A/B 
cars when blower assemblies for A/B cars were in short supply 
or not available. His idea allowed EMRS to build the blower 
assemblies and reduce down time for revenue vehicles. Barry 
received a $150.00 customer service award. 


Kevin Connell 
Educational Development Specialist, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


A remote control solenoid assembly that controls the battery 
box in C Cars failed often, causing train delays and other prob- 
lems. Kevin Connell suggested stocking a special solenoid 
assembly part to reduce down time. Using the part has reduced 
labor costs and mitigated secondary failures in revenue vehi- 
cles. Kevin received a $150.00 customer service award. 


James Schroeder and Dan Swanson 
Maintenance Workers, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Installing an electronic fault monitor would help locate prob- 
lems with the motor/alternator system in A/B cars, suggested 
James Schroeder and Dan Swanson. Hard-to-find failures led 
to delays and higher repair costs. The new fault monitor dis- 
plays intermittent failures to speed along the repair process. 
Their idea was calculated to save $27,066 over five years and 
James and Dan shared an efficiency award of $2,706.62. 


Marvin Phillips and Dale Thompson 
Maintenance Workers, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


The stop bolt used to fasten a bolt head on the collector assem- 
bly wears out quickly. Replacing a defective bolt is a lengthy 
process because the collector shoe must be disassembled to 
reach it. Marvin Phillips and Dale Thompson suggested replac- 
ing these bolts on an as-needed basis to reduce down time for 
revenue service vehicles. Their idea saved $7,781 in labor cost. 
Marvin and Dale shared an efficiency savings award of $778.14. 


Carl Smith 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Carl Smith suggested installing pin jacks to monitor the regu- 
lated B40 power supply and facilitate GPA repair. The regulated 
supply would overheat because there were no access points to 
monitor the power for eight GPA driverboards. Installing two 
pins on the outboard semiconductor box helped vehicle elec- 
tronic technicians monitor power supply and quickly locate 
GPA failures. Carl received an efficiency/productivity savings 
award of $186.94. 


Timothy Cardoza 
System Worker, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Waste water and sludge were separately removed from steam 
cleaners and placed into drums for hauling away by a disposal 
company. The sludge had to be manually removed, adding sig- 
nificant labor time. Timothy Cardoza suggested using an out- 
side vendor to mechanically clean out the sludge. His idea 
saved $19,000 in disposal cost and Timothy received an efficien- 
cy savings award of $1,965.60. 


Robert Semple 
Maintenance Worker III, Maintenance & Engineering: 


The yellow signal light in the train carwash is an employee's 
signal that it is safe to enter. That light was wired through the 
normally closed contact of a relay; should the signal to the relay 
fail, the light could remain on to falsely indicate safe entry. 
Robert Semple suggested the dwarf signal light be wired 
through the wash relay and redesigned to use the signals’ origi- 
nal filament bulbs, thereby removing a potential hazard. He 
received a $150.00 award.
